Seth Anderson, who worked his way 
from office boy to department manager 
during twenty years of service with 
the First National bank, last night 
was arrested on charges of embezzling 
$70,000 from the institution. It was 
said the stealings have been taking 
place over the last ten years. 

Anderson, taken into custody at his 
home, 6916 South Green street, was 
quoted by federal officials as admitting 
embezzlement of $55,000, but he re- 
fused to discuss his case when taken 
before {United States Commissioner 
James Glass. He was held in bonds of 
$20,000 and will be arraigned Saturday. 

Lives Quiet Home Life. 

The story of Anderson’s life was de- 
clared by United States agents to be 
exactly opposite thet of the usual 
embezsier. An investigation by offi- 
cials revealed that he had no bad 
habits, did not gamble, drink, or specu- 
late, and that the limit of his extrava- 
gances was a comfortable home and 
inexpensive clothes for himself and 
wife. tg ; : 

Anderson is only 86 years old; despite 
his long service. with the bank. He 
started working for the First National 
when he was 15 years old, and during 
the two decades of service saw it be-

At the end of each banking the 
tellers brought their received checks 
to Anderson to be entered in a ledger. 
While the method of embezzlement has 
not been definitely established, bank 
officials believe that it wag through 
juggling of the entries in this ledger 
that the money was stolen. 

The juggling was so carefully con- 
cealed and the money taken in such 
small sums that it was ten years be 
fore there was any suspicion that the 
accounts were not cormect. _ 

Yesterday afternoon bank euditors 
found a discrepancy in Anderson's 
booke—the first they ever had found. 
National bank examiners tmmediately 
were called in. A quick check showed 
a $70,000 ; 

Admits $55,000, Agents Say. 

‘Deputy U. S. marshals went to An- 
derson’s home and arrested him. They 
said he immediately admitted embes- 
sling, but denied taking more than 
$55,000. The $70,000 figure set by the 
bank was a tentative one, and exam- 
iners worked through the night to de- 
termine definitely the amount missing. 
R H. Newhall, vice president of the 
bank, said it would be close to the esti- 
mated $70,000, however. ; 

The charge against Anderson was 
gone over several times by federal 
officials, the figures finally being set 
at a minimum of $50,000. 

Other Employes Cleared. 

Rank officials said the embezzlement 
was confined entirely to Anderson's 
department and that no one else could 
have ‘been guilty of taking the extra 
sum which Anderson denies was in- 
cluded in his activities. 

Anderson's family consisted only of 
himself and his. wife. It is said they 
cared little for social diversions and

COBLENZ. 


It is urged in favor of the retention of the Amer- 
fean force at Coblenz that its moral influence is 
’ Iimmen e; that if they move out, the’ French will 
move in and with the restraint of American con- 
trol removed will humiliate and outrage the in- 
habitants and thus hurry on a war of revenge, 
that if the American force goes the British may 
come out, under pressure of labor politics at home, 
and that the French will therefore take over the 
Rhineland in a virtual annexation. 

It is explained that General Allen is preventing 
all this by the significant presence of our flag and 
by a tactful word at the proper time. ' 

All of this may be true and some of it is un- 
doubtedly true. But, as we have said before, these 
‘arguments offered for the retention of our troops 
seem to us reasons for their immediate withdrawal. 
it the Frenchmen are in such a state that they 

- are ready to leap upon the Germans at Coblenz 
as soon as General Allen and his half regiment 
retire, the situation is such as we have no business 
to involve ourselves in. We are told there are 
3.000 French soldiers under General Allen and that 
they like it. We are assured also that the German 
population are contented with the situation. But 
t we leave, if this handful of Americans occupying 
4 few miles of bridgehead at Coblenz pack up 
and go home, then the surging hostility they have 
1 thus far restrained will break forth. 
we doubt sueh extraordinary influence can be 
‘sséeribed to our presence at one point on the 
Rhine frontier. The French and Ge s are in 
‘contact all along the Alsatian boundary, in the 
Saar, at Frankfort. Does General Allen's amiable 
influence saturate those regions? 
: But grant it were so, are we bound to maintain 
‘police forces wherever two neighboring peoples 
i are ready to fly at each other’s throats? We do 
not think so. 
"The point of Franco-German contact at Coblenz 
‘can de no more important than in the Saar or at 
Frankfort. where there are no Americans. But if

PNEUMONIA VACCINATION. 
N spite ofa great deal of inaction 


pneumonia, 

but the danger ‘is very slight. Pneu- 
monia in monkeys is more contagious 
and more virulent, clinically, as well. 

Experiment shows that monkeys can 
be protected against pneumonia by Vac- 
cination. The method consists in inject- 
| ing a vaccine under the skin, much as 18 
| done in vaccination against typhoid. 

After three injections the inoculated 
lmonkeys appear to be incapable of con- 

tracting /pnéumonia. 
| — 
| In the next series of experiments the 
dead pneumococci were injected into the 
trachea and permitted to get into the 
| lungs. Again the vaccination completely 

protected the monkeys. In the next ex- 
|Periment the same method was em- 
ployed, dut the amount of bacilli injected 
was reduced to one-tenth the dose 
throw into the trachea in the first ex- 
. periment. Again protection was found 
to be satisfactory. 
| Next, an effort was made to vaccinate 

the monkeys. by having them inhale a 
spray containing dead pneumococci for 
a short time each day for twenty-four 
days, The monkeys taking the inhala- 
tion for the full time have pneumonia 
when infected with it, but the disease is 
mild tn character. monkey that in- 
haled spray re a set period for only 
nineteen days developed typical pneu- 
monia when infected, 

Next, an experiment was made with a 
spray of India ink to determine whether 
monkeys would inhale a spray. This ex- 
periment shows that they will not. They 
use the tongue to shut off the breathing 
apparatus and keep the ink, and presum- 
ably the vaccine, from getting into the 
lungs.

Similar experiments, using dyes and 
other foreign materials, indicate that

These experiments prove certainly that 
monkeys can be protected against a cer- 
tain kind of pneumonia by either of two 
methods of vaccination. 

If monkeys, animals more susceptible 
to pneumonia than man, can be protected 
by vaccination, it is logical to expect that 
man can be. Observations on large 
groups of vaccinated men, made by Cecil 
and Blake, and by Cecil and Vaughan, 
and by Lyster, show that man can be 
protected. 

It has been suggested that a man vac- 
cinated in the early winter would remain 
immune until the following summer,

The effect of the British post-war 
improvements, it was said today, was 
to give the entire main British fleet a 
range of 30,000 yards, against a maxi-
